Examiner’s Review, Calgary. 


Cattle, . 

While new tops were put on the 
market for choice beef this week at 
Calgary, with $14.75 paid for steers 
and $11.75 for cows, the market as a 
whole is not as healthy as it was a 
week ago, and while everything is 
cleaning up well, the situation is 
somewhat dangerous, and there ia wu 
drag to the steers which are not ap- 
proaching the class of good to choice 
beef. The nominal top range is from 
$10.00 to $11.00; good butchers $8.50 
to $10.00; medium $7 to $8.25, and the 
common ones from $7 down. Choice 
cows are $8 and up to $9, with the few 
exceptionally good ones bringing pric- 
eg all the way up to. $11, but that is 
not the market. 


Hogs. ak: 
Prices on Thursday shad gained up 
to $16.25, and there are a few more 
hogs coming in than a short time 
ago, but receipts are still very light. 
Sales today were at $16.25. . 

Hog prices at Edmonton have ad- 
vanced two bits over last week and 
the price on Thursday was from 
$16.00 to $16.25. 

: Sheep. 

‘Prices which have been paid during 
the past, week. have been somewhat 
out of line with the regular market, 
owing to the exceptional quality of 
some of the fat stock, but the market 
is good all around. 


: Horses : 

At lower levels the horse trade has 
showed more action and the general 
opinion among those who havé the 
feed and the price is that horses are 
how good buying and several lots are 
being taken to hold for disposal later 
on. . 
Produce. : 

Everything in the line of ‘farm pro- 
ducts have been moving more freely 
during the week and shippers who 
have anything on hand would do well 
to gel in on the market as soon as 
possible. Turkeys are showing signs 
of a weaker market and their price 
will depend on retail demand. Other 
fowl is firm and active at unchanged 
prices. Turkeys 28-35c; fowl 12-17c; 
chickens, 16-20c; ducks, 16-22c; geese, 
15-21c. Dairy and creamery butter 
prices: unchanged. Potatoes still 
scarce; B.C. stock offered at from $60 
to $70 in Albérta; Alberta potatoes 
probably worth around $50. 
. . Hay. 

Dealers report hay that can be 
moved under government price prac- 
tically unobtainable. It looks as 


though limit should be raised and 
purchasers allowed - to get ‘free 
freight. Country-point prices range 


up to $30, paid by dealers; green 
sheaves $15 to $17 being paid by job- 
bers. Demand for feed .very ‘active 
and many buying over government 
limit and pay freight. 

Furs, 

Mink skins are advanced and worth 
from $5.50 to $10, an advance of $1. 
Muskrats are still selling strong. Coy- 
otes unchanged, but the market seems 
to be weakening. 

Hides. 7 

All hide prices dropped about 2c. 
Frozen hides now worth 14c; green 
salted butchers 14c to 16c; kips 16c 
to 22c. Tone of the,market is weak 
and lower prices looked for. 

Grain: : 
- Since last issue the grain prices 
have been advancing generally, and 
while there may be occasional breaks 
it looks as though prices might hold. 
If the exchange rate should improve 
it would mean higher grain prices, for 
if grain can be worked for export un- 
der present conditions it would cer- 
tainly flow if the exchange was not so 
excessive,

An active publicity progaganda 
dealing with various dangers to which 
the. eye is subject is carried on, and 
this followed up with personal work, 
looking to the larger co-operation of 
medical men and nurses, employers 
of labor, boards of education, etc., in 
the vital matter of’preventing blind- 
ness. 

A residence and training-centre, 
“Pearson Hall,” has been provided, 
where blind soldiers can find  con- 
genial conditions while taking voca- 
tional instruction. In this connection 
it may be interesting to know that the 
Institute has entered into an agree- 
ment with the Department of Sol- 
diers’ Civil Re-Establighment, under 
which the Institute has established 
an after care department for Cana- 
dien Soldiers blinded in the war. 

There are other things, but they 
may all be sum:med up by saying that 
the Institute endeavors in every prac- 
tical way to.advance the interests of 
the blind and to ameliorate the con- 
ditions under which they live.

So far as The Herald has been able 
to discover by report and observa- 
tion in practically every province of 
the Dominion, Canada is dry to two 
classes of people only. It is dry, as 
it has always been-dry, to the man 
who does not drink alcoholic bever- 
ages, and who would not use them 
even were there, no prohibitory law. 
It is dry to the man who, under other 
conditions would imbibe, but who. 
under dry law, does not know just 
how to circumvent the law and get 
the liquor. , 

A third class, which is by no means 
inconsiderable in size, also finds ‘the 
Dominion quite dry. In this class are 
to be numbered those who under the 
otd liquor law were occasional drink- 
ers. Under the new law they are 
abstainers, not-because they are op- 
posed to the free use of intoxicants, 
Lut because they have not sufficient 
care for them to take the extra 
trouble necessitated by “dry” regu- 
lations to get them. 

Outside of these three classes, and 
possibly still’ another class, which 
doesn't happen to have the price de- 
manded under presumably dry regu- 
lation, Canada is reasonably wet— 
quite wet enough for all legitimate 
(and most illegitimate) purposes. We 
do not know of any province under 
dry enactment where it is impossible 
for the person who wants liquor, and

A CHRISTHAS KESSAGE 


By. REV. GEO. D. ARMSTRONG 


.The Word was made flesh and dwelt 
among us, full of grace and truth.— 
John 1:14. 


The shortest day of the year has 
passed. The short, dark, depressing 
days are. over. With increasing 
strength and warmth the sun is re- 
turning. Whatever these changes 
may mean to us in these days, they 
had a very definite value for our 
Druid nature-worshipping ancestors 
who celebrated the triumph of the 
powers of light over darkness with 
fasting and carousing. 

To these benighted ancestors’ of 
ours came the Christian missionary 
to tell of a conflict of greater moral 
significance, and the triumph of the 
Sun of Righteousness over the forces 
of moral darknes.s Our fathers listen- 
ed and learned, and the heathen feast 
was transformed into the Christian 
festival of Christmas. 

Thus does Christianity ever con- 
serve what is of value and destroy the 
false by giving the real a higher value. 

It is rather interesting to note that 
the gospel, which was designed to 
prove that Jesus was the Son of God, 
makes no mention of the extraordin- 
ary events accompanying His birth, 
recorded by the other evangelists. 

The writerof the fourth gospel found 
in the doctrine of the Logos, a philo- 
sophic basis for the Incarnation, re- 
lating the Person of Christ -to the 
Universe in a way that these earlier 
writers hardly dreamed of. Yet in 
the stories of the visits of the Wise 
Men, the angelic announcement, to 
the Shepherds and in the spiritual 
recognition of the-Child Jesus by 
simeon and Anna, as well as_ the 
darker pictures of the cruelty of 
Herod, we have a record that appeals 
-. our imagination, with a beauty and 
charm, which the more philosophic 
zospe! docs not excel. These stories 
are suggestive of.the way in which 
Christianity meets the universal need 
and desire of all classes of mankind. 
Peasant and sage alike find in the 
“anger cradle the dwelling place of 
God, but the self-centred ecclesiastics 
and the selfish monarch seek in vain 
to destroy the young child’s life. 

There are practical difficulties in 
the doctrine of the Incarnation which 
vresent ‘hemselves to our western 
way of thinking much more definitely 
than to the mind of Orientals. Long 
before the coming of Christ, the relig- 
ions of India and of Greece had made 
the Idea of Gods dwelling in human: 
ilesh a familiar one. With painfully 
matter-of-fact ‘effort our - theologies 
have attempted to analyze the Person 
of Christ. We cannot know Him by 
such methods. The poets have more 
wisely voiced our faith— 

‘The Word had breath, and wrought 
With human Hands, the creed of 
creeds, 

in loveliness of perfect deeds. 

More strong than all poetic thought.” 
“Warm, sweet, tender even yet 
A present help is He; . eg 
And faith has still its Olivet 
And love its Galilee.

The, subject was the covenant | 
of the League of Nations, for and 
against, Carstairs having the affirma- 
tive at Red Deer, and Red Deer the 
affirmative at Carstairs, Red Deer was 
fortunate to win out at both ends, and 
goes into the semi-finals, the next sub- 
ject’ of debate being Government 
Ownership,*with Vegreville. 


The affirmative contended that all 
efforts of balances of power and treaty 
alliance had failed in the past to pre- 
vent war; and war, owing to modern 
inventions, _had now become so horrible 
and far reaching that some means 
must be adopted to try and prevent it 
if civilization was to be preserved. If 
they did not adopt this covenant. and 
League of Nations, what were they to 
put in its place? Had Germany known 
that a League of Nations would take 
action if she went to war, in all pro- 
bability this last awful war would have 
boen averted. President Wilson, Lloyd 
George, Sir Edward Grey, ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, and many other great public. 
men on both sides of the Atlantic had 
strongly urged this covenant, which 
had had the best thought of the leaders 
far months in ‘its formation. The 
affirmative outlined some of its valu- 
able provisions—enforcing delay inany 
critical ‘disputes, protecting the small 


nations, educating the less advanced 
nations, forming an international 
court, safeguarding labor, reducing 


military power. Instead of a balance 
of power, there would be a community 
of power. The whole of civilization 
would rest more secure if this League 
covenant were adopted. It placed the 
power in the hands of the people in- 
stead of in the hands of rulers, and 
exalted the law of reason and justice. 
The League of Nations made for a 
bigger, higher world governed by the 
world’s public opinion. . 


The main contentions of the nega- 
tive—Evan and Alan Galbraith being 
the speakers—were that the great 


each reserved some vital national 
question from the League. Britain the 
freedom of the seas, the United States 
the Monroe doctrine, ete., while France 
had asked supplementary treaties from 
Britain and the States; that Japanand 
the States were expanding their naval 
armaments; that the League was not 
much use to Britain or to the world 
without the U.S, in it, and the U. S. 
Senate did not favor the covenant in 
its present form; and that the coven- 
ant did not deal with economic ques- 
tions and trade and market rivalries, 
fruitful causes of war. 


Mr. Cameron, of the staff of the 
University of Alberta, in giving judg- 
ment in favor of Red Deer by 91 points 
to 84, said the debate was_ several 
points ahead of any he had judged that 
season; the debating was more spirit- 
ed, and the arguments more ‘effective. 
He-reviewed kindly the work and 
matter of each speaker, and gave them 
advice and encouragement. The speak - 
ing was well above the average inf his 
opinion.

HAS BATTLE IN AIR 
“WITH HUGE VULTURE 


Moulmein, Burma, December 17.— 
Lieutenant Etienne Poulet, the 
Frenchman who recently yielded the 
Paris-Australia air race to Captain 
Ross Smith, ,is safe here today after 
a battle in the air with a huge vul- 
ture which broke a propellor of his 
machine and forced him to land in 
the mountains. 

Lieutenant Poulet left Bangok, 
Siam, December 6, two hours after 
Captain Smith, and direct word of his 
fate had been lacking until last night 
when he landed here in his machine. 

The French aviator said the vulture 
attacked him while flying at an alti- 
tude of 1,000 feet above mountain 
peaks in Siam, about 100 miles east 
of Moulmein.

If we wish 

to take issue with her doctrine we 

must take it on higher grounds than 

these. The great. strength of the 

*; Movement is due chiefly, if not alto- 

gether, to the failure of the Christian 

- churches to live up to the teaching of 

Christ—surely a poor standard to build 

a rival church upon—yet it must be 

conceded that the superficiality of the 

present. day induces people to accept 

their Christianity from professing 
Christians, and not from Christ. 

While it is a deplorable ffict that a 
great majority of the church profess- 
ors do not teach the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man as 
fully as it was taught by Christ, but 
do teach very commonly a doctrine of 
hate and persist in living in that com- 
placent superiority of the Pharisee 
which Christ so bitterly - denounced, 
yet, sad though this fact may be, it is 
no good reason why another should 
accept a doctrine which dethrones, 
Christ from his high estate of Saviour 
of mankind, and relegates him to the 
position of one whose chief aim would 
seem to be the curing of man’s bodily 
ills. 

In perusing Mrs. Eddy's books, one 
ig struck with the force and truth of 
her criticisms of the shortcomings of 
the Christian churches, but also of her 
unfairness in attributing to all and 
sundry the false conclusions and in- 
consistencies of which a part only are 
guilty. The impartial readers will also 
be struck with the higher general tone 
which she takes on such subjects as 
prayer, as compared with the standing 
com of those church professors who loudly 
i dictate to and demand of a God of their 
4 own creation the granting of the things 

they themselves desire, ignoring the 
fact that Christ taught that the. only 
prayer acceptable, to the true God is 
‘that of humble submission to his wis- 
dom and power. 

Unfortunately, however, the discern- 
ing reader cannot follow up Mrs. 
Eddy’s Writings with any further de- 
gree of commendation because they 
have all the earmarks of the cunningly 
devised fable which gradually leads the 
unwary to the point of despising the 
blood of Christ as an unholy thing. 
The designation which Mrs. Eddy ap- 
“plies to her teaching is altogether a 
misnomer, for her teaching does not 
accord either with science orChristian- 
ity. She uses in her writings as syno- 
nomous terms the words Christian 
Science, Diviné Science, Divine Prin- 

“ciple, Divine Mind, Divine Truth, and 
other such terms, using them in such 
connection that the reader must very 
often agree that her conclusions are 
correct, that is, assuming that these 
sSynonomous terms truly represent in 
thought that which they really are— 
but, by a subtlety of expression and 
wording, the reader is taken off his 
guard and often, either consciously or 
unconsclousiy, is drawn to accept these 
synonomous terms as representing and 
synonomous with the presumptuous 
teaching of Mrs. Eddy. The nam2 
“Christian Science’’ would indicate a 
conformity or agreement” between 
Christianity’ and Science. This the 
writer believes to be quite possible and 
consistent, but I submit that Mrs. Eddy 
in her writings has not peuets this 
about. 

Just here I would like to be under- 
stood as making no pretences whatever 
of being conversant with the resear qhes 
of science. I leave that to the scientist 
and accept his conclusions. I do not 
mean to say that I accept the conclu- 

‘ sions of every “Tom, Dick and Harry” 
that sets himself up as a_ scientist. 
Briefly, what I mean is this: The 
geologist has delved into the body of 
the earth and satisfied himself that it 
is a real creation but that his re- 
searches have not enabled him to find 
the Creator. The astronomer has sat- 
isfied himself that the planets are all 
acting in obedience to a controlling 
power and has exhausted all his the- 
ories as to their nebulous origin with- 
out finding their originator. The evol- 
utionist, with the ald of the anatomist 
and all the ologys and isms, has dis- 
sected the body down through all the 
atoms and protoplasms and evoluted 
to his heart's content, only to find that 
the origin of these infinitesimal germs 
is each and every one as muchof un 
enigma as the body with which he 
started, The sum and substance of all 
their conclusions compounded together 
give the aggregate .result that wnat 
they have found is that there is a great 
first cause, a first principle, au infinite’ 
something of which the human intel- 
lect can form no conception. This is 
the extremity to which his most elab- 
orate research hd@&S aiways brought the 
scientist, or, in the words-of that great

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MEMORIAL GROSS 


REGULATIONS. 


1 The secretary of the G.W.V.A. has 
received the following circular, which 
gees full instructions to mothers and 
widows of soldiers and sailors who 
. gave their life for their country in the 
great war, how to proceed with re- 
gard to the Memorial Cross given by 
the Government. . 

The following regulations goverrt- 
ing the issue of a memorial cross to 
!mothers and wives of Canadian § sol- 
diers and sailors who lost their lives 
during the war have been approved 
by Privy Council: 

1. A Memorial Cross will be issued 
as a memento of persenal loss and 
sacrifice on the part of widows and 
mothers of Canadian sailors or sol- 
Shae who have laid down their lives 
for their country during the late war. 

2. The Cross will ke a Cross pat- 
once in silver suspended by a purple 
ribbon; at the end of the upright a 
crown; at the foot, and at the end of 
either arm, a maple leaf; ih the 
centre, within a wreath of laurel, the 
| royal cipher “G.R.L”" It will be en- 
{graved with the number, rank and 
name of the soldier commemorated. 

3. A cross will be issued’ to his 
widow or mother in respéct of every 
sailor or soldier who was survived by 
either. If both survive him two cross- 
es will be issued, one to each. 

4. If after becoming entitled to the 
cross the widow or mother has died or 
dies, the cross will be delivered to the 
| eldest of the sailor's or soldier's next- 
of-kin. 

5. The cross will be issued in res- 
pect of each sailor or soldier who (a) 
was killed in action, (b) died whilst 
on active service, or (c) died or dies 
; from cause attributable to active ser- 
vice while on naval or military ser- 
vice or subsequent to discharge 
before November 11th, 1920. 
| 6. Every applicant for the-issue of 
a cross must produce such proof of 
i death, service and eligibility as may 
be required by the Department of the 
Naval Service or Militia Council. 

7. The decision of the Department 
of the Naval Service or Militia Coun- 
cil in all matters pertaining to the 
issue of the cross will be final. 

8. In the foregoing paragraphs:— 

(a) “Widow” includes the legal 
widow of the sailor or soldier killed 
and the unmarried widow who is 
pensionable by reason of the sailor's 
tor soldier’s death but does not in- 
| clude a widow as so defined who:— 

I. Is known to be of dissolute char- 
acter. 

II. Has been divorced by the sailor 
or soldier in any Country. 

III. Was at the time of the sailor’s 
or soldier's death scyarated from him 
i! by agreement or legal process. 
=| (b) “Mother” means the woman 
who gave birth to the sailor or sol- 
dier and was living at the time of 
the son's death.

When the guns fell silent along the 


scarred battle front, the aspect of 
the world began immediately to 
change. Forces that had not particu- 


larly asserted themselves during the 
long course of war, began again to 
assume their natural proportions. 

The war thas been waged with vig- 
or, and during that period the church 
has given of her equipment and train- 
ed leadership to everything - that 
would promote the war. In the 
Patriotic Society, the Red Cross, the 
Y.M.C.A., the church has assisted, and 
the church received very little recog- 
nition. 

After the close of the war the vari- 
ous Protestant denominations began 
to see how best they could revitalize 
the church. Each denomination con- 
sidered its own problems, which were 
spiritual, educational, missionary and 
financial. Kach church decided upon 
a campaign. 

It was then discovered that the 
objects of each denomination were 
the same, and so, following out the 
spirit of the age, a United National 
Campaign was proposed. This unity 
does not attempt to secure church 
union, but to show to the worid a unit- 
ed front. To show that the funda- 
mefital aims of the church are similar. 

To carry out this campaign con- 
ventions have been held in various 
important centres, and meetings will 
be held, it is hoped, at every local 
centre throughout Canada. 

The committee is appealing to every 
minister of the co-operating denomi- 
nations, to assoviate with his brother 
ministers in quickening the religious 
life of the community. It is hoped 
that during the early part of January 
many meetings will be held. If each 
minister will see each other minister, 
and get together, they would arrange 
these meetings, much good night be 
accomplished for the Kingdom of our 
Master.

NEW STEEL INVENTED 
FAR IN ADVANCE OF 
ANY STEEL YET MADE 


Professor of Sheffield University 
Makes Use of Molybdenium Which is 
Likely to Replace Tungsten. 


London, December 17.—The inven- 
tion of a new steel far in advance of 
any high speed steel made, is ascrib- 
ed by the Daily Mail today to Johu 
Oliver -Arnold, professor of metal- 
lurgy at Sheffield University. 

Piof. Arnold, who is said to have 
becn the discoverer of vanadium 
steel, claims, according to the Mail, 
that the new steel possesses far more 
commercial possibilities, thet it is 
unrivalled in hardness, that in tool 
form it will remove a greater weight 
than any other steel, and that it 
possesses comparatively longer life. 

The Daily Mail indicates that Pro- 
fessor Agnold uses molybdenium in- 
stcac of tungsten, and says: 

“If large quantities of molybden 
jum, a large silver white metallic 
element, can be found and produced, 
tungsten will take a back seat, be 
cause six per cent molybdenium will 


achieve more than 18 per cent tung- 


sten.” 

Prof. Arnold, says the newspaper, 
is prevented under the defence of the 
realm act from using his invention in- 
‘iustrially. He is patenting his inven- 
tion in Fng!and and America, and 
will be allowed to proceed with his 
American patent on condition that he 
publishes nothing concerning it. He 
is absolutely forbidden to communi- 
cate the details of his discovery to 
anybody in Great Britain except un. 
der censorship. 

The Daily Mail says the govern- 
ment has asked Prof. Arnold whether 
he is willing to hand over his inven- 
tion to the state and on what terms, 
but that Arnold doea not intend to 
comply wfth the government's desire 
to secure it. A representative of the 
U.S. government, the newspaper con- 
tinues, made a special journey’ to 
Sheffield to investigate Prof. Arnold’s 
discovery and agents of the United 
States are prospecting in America 
and Europe for deposits of molybden- 
ium which previously have beenfound 
chiefly in Canada. 


IMMENSE DEPOSITS 


Ottawa, December 17.—Immense 
deposits of molybdenite have been 
found in the Ottawa valley on the 
Quebec side of the river, especially in 
Pontiac county in the district about 
Quyon. There are other deposits, 
too, in Canada. 

In the early part of the war thure 
was a tremendous demand for this 
mineral for the purpose of hardening 
steel hut it is understood that iater 
the inquiry fell off due chiefly to a 
substitution of other hardening pro- 
cesses. For this reason many of the 
showings were never developed. 

Should Prof. <Arnold’s discovery 
preve, as the London despatch indi- 
cates, to be of such great commercial 
value, the future of the Ottawa Valley 
district properties would be assured. 

According to the best authorities 
Molybdenium is usually found as inol- 
ybaenite. Molybdenite has alsd been 
found in British Columbia in consid- 
erable quantity. 
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CANADA'S SHARE OF PROFITS 
OF THE CANTEEN SYSTEM. 


Ottawa, December 18.—The Ottawa 
Journal this morning says: 

“A real Christmas handclasp for 
soldiers has arrived in Ottawa. He is 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cherry of the pay 
and audit branch of the department 
of militia and defence, and he has 
brought back with him from England 
the sum of $35,000,000, Canada’s,share 
of the profits of the canteen system 
of the British expeditionary forces. 
As all of the money received by these 
canteens came from the pockets of 
the soldiers in England and France, 
it is regarded as proper that the mon- 
ey should go back to the soldiers. 

“A suggestion that the money 
should be turned over to and be ad- 
ministered by thé patriotic fund does 
not find favor among the few soldiers 
in Ottawa who have knowledge of 
it. They point out that the soldiers’ 


money should be distributed by sol- 
diers.”
